Mr. Stuart Ramsey, President of 
the Students' Council, next rose to 
propose a tonst to the Faculty. Mr. 
Ramsey sa'id that if each- student 
present, were to write Gown the defi- 
nite outstanding reason why he came 
to McGill, the answer would probably 
bo "The Faculty." He had known the 
"Faculty" as such, for a good many 
years now, and was . :st I eglnning to 
realize the- full significance of their 
worth to McGill. 

Praiessor Barnes replied to the 
toast for the Faculty, stating to be- 
gin with that there were three ways 
in which the Faculty wished to help 
the students. Preserve McGill from 
growing too large, a condition which 
prevents the Faculty giving the indiv- 
idual tha attention which they wish. 
The first, way in which they want to 
help is with their studies (Loud np- 
plauso). The wish to give personal 
friendly advice to every Freshman 
who finds himself In dlflicultiCH, and 
last but not least, they wish to help 
them in their athletics. 

"There were no persons more an 
xious to see our boys win nil Sntlir 
day than the members of the Faculty. 
I was not able to see the game mj 
self, but had the results phoned li- 
me, at 'intervals. We should all be 
proud of the success oi oui; track 
team ilns afternoon. 1 tei: you tel 
lows, winning such a chnmpi nship 
as wo did this afternoon is of more 
importance to McGill than you can 
well imagine. Things have come to 
sucn a l'as.; now that we must win a 
football championship, sometime in 
the next few yenrs. I believe that 
the fundamental interests of the Uni- 
versity are at stake. I regret mysell 
never having been able to enter ath- 
letics, but if I had, my one ambition 
would have been to help McGill win 
a football championship. Our aim at 
M'cGill is to turn out a perfect man, 
mentally nnd physically. Wc must 
ever keep in mind the fact that our 
body is the temple of the living God, 
and as such should be treated with 
the utmost respect. 

"In responding to the Faculty, I 
feel it my duty, in an impersonal way 
to point out the sacrifices- which 
many of them are making. It is not 
the money which keeps t'nem at work 
because their salaries arc Binai] in 
the extreme, but the love of personal 
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contact with, and power in the shap- 
ing of the formative mind— and just 
here I would call your attention for 
a moment to the rush and the effect 
it had upon the professors by making 
for a low standard of public opinion 
of the College— but the rush wan not 
only given up for them, gentlemen, 
but also to please our benefactor, Sir 
Win. Macdonald (( beers). 

"Professor Barnes mentioned the 
University of Vermont and the tests 
they apply to them, weeding out, etc. 
Why Sir, they prohibit the use of al- 
coholic liquors there among their pro- 
fessors. Think of what that would 
mean here, sir ?" 

The profess or concluded by emphas- 
izing the influence of Strnthcona Hall 
upon the life of the University.

Seeing so many disturb'

The following occurred in Glasgow 
some years ago. A doctor in his 
graduating year, one of the ring- 
leaders in a crowd of students start- 
ed from Glasgow University down 
Souchicliall Street, ami when about 
a mile from the University they were 
surrounded by the city police and 70 
students were arrested on account of 
the disturbance they were causing.
